Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Cock Crazed Beginners 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick is not approved on account of the photographs and text on both covers which 
degrade and dehumanise the women depicted, and women in general, to a significant extent and 
degree. When combined with the coarse and highly charged nature of the captions surrounding 
the photographs, the slick has the effect of presenting women in a degrading manner in order to 
sexually titillate and entertain the male viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act). However, given the strength of the degrading and dehumanising elements of the slick's 
photographs and text, the slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were submitted 
under si3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The likely injury to the 
public good is considered to outweigh the rights and freedoms set out in si4 of the NZBR Act.
